What was said then of the advantages of this read 
may be repeated now with tenfold mere truth. The 
road was then desirable as a means of enabling Ken 
tucky to avail herself of the trade and travel between 
the North and the South, and to become the niediu 
of exchange for the manufactures of the one and tfco 
productions of the other. What was then only i 
siralde has now become a necessity. Without the 
Ixmisville and Nashville Railroad Louisville must 
become an inaccessible island in the great sea of 
commerce. The enterprise of our neighbors, on all 
sides of us, is fast forming currents of trade which 
pass near enough to us to greet our ears with the 
busy hum of their ceaseless progress but do not 
touch our borders. All these great currents, bear- 
ing with them wealth and prosperity, might with 
proper exertions be made to llow into our city and 
make it the great entrepot of Western commerce. 
Nature has done for Louisville all that is necessary 
to enable her to become the leading commercial and 
manufacturing city of the Western valley. But 
human industry has overcome elsewhere the ob- 
structions that nature had created. Mountains ltavc 
been cut down or tunneled, great rivers have l.een 
bridp^d over, and nature unaided can't compete 
with the mighty mar.th of human industry. The 
rivers upon which we have heretofore depended 
have become inadequate to the demands of our great 
and growing commerce. Wc must have more rapid 
and more certain communication with all the princi- 
pal markets. VVe must hare railroads to connect 
with all the great railroad systems North and South. 
The Louisville and Nashville road should be com- 
pleted without delay. The road to Memphis ought 
not to be allowed to linger loug uulini.hed, and a 
railroad bridge across the Ohio at the Falls is neces- 
sary to avoid the immense cost of transhipment aud 
ferriage for freights and passengers. 

We hops our citizens will be fully awake to thc^e 
necessities. If bonds can't be sold, other means 
may be devised for the completion of these enter- 
prises tliat are essential to the welfare and the pros- 
perity of our city and our State. State aid to our 
railroads to the amount of eight or ten thousand dol- 
lars per mile, an amount sufficient to iron the roails 
after the grading is completed, would greatly facili- 
tate their progress and would insure their ultimate 
completion. A wise provision for the welfare of the 
State should and will perhaps induce the next Le- 
gislature to propose for the adoption of the people a 
measure of this kind, but it will require two years 
at least to put such a law in practical operation. In 
the mean time thosa among us who have capital 
will advance their individual interests and greatly 
promote the common welfare by giving their aid to 
tho prosecution of this work. It is fair to estimate 
that the completion of the railroads to Nashville and 
Memphis and a railroad bridge across the Ohio river, 
m:.king Louisville the great railroad center of the 
whole country, would increase the valc.e of property 
here at least twenty-five per cent. This would be 
realized immediately upon the completion of these 
works, and we have no doubt that in our own mid>t 
:ne".ns BEE be furnished to push them forward with 
celerity, so as to attain their completion at an early 
day. It will not do to wait for a change hi the bond 
market. The roads should not 1* allowed to lan- 
guish when such vast interests depend upon their 
speedy completion.

The writer 
offers to be one of twenty to do this, and asks for 
nineteen others to join him." This is intrinsically 
the p&magt system of Mexico, which is infinitely 
w*rs* than the slavery system in our Southern 
States. But, by whatever name it may lie called, 
it cannot be disguised that it is au attempt to revive 
the slave trade 

M e hold to the doctrine embraced in the resolu- 
tion introduced into the last Congress by Mr. Kthe- 
ridge, of Tennessee, that any attempt at the revival 
of the, slave trade would be unconstitutional and ne- 
farious. Still, we see that therj are 



tered throughout the South who do not conceal their 
wish to revive that infamous traffic. Their open 
avowal alone renders them a degree higher in the 
scale of civilization than the piratical scoundrels 
who infest the seas and grow wealthy in a trade that 
is proscribed by all civilized nations. 

Nothing, however, can ever result from their 
scheme, although it has been endorsed by that au- 
gust body of talkers, the Southern Commarcial Con- 
vsiuion. bis, fotwithstauuing the improbability 
of any practical consequences flowing from it, for 
what interesting to trace the progress of a fanatical 
idea. Spain is now virtually engaged in the trade, 
although watched by English and American vessels. 
France has made a movement towards its revival, 
and could Great Britain embark in the business 
without a compromise of dignity and historical 
character, her vessels would be to-morrow lying to 
in sequestered nooks upon the coast of Guinea, 
stealing cargo after cargo of degraded blacks. The 
philanthropy and sentimentalism of Wilberforce 
have, «ow-a-days , very little influence in the sea- 
girt isle. Mo-iey is king. 

But the United States can never eucourai.'e tacitly 
or otherwise such an odious and disreputable busi- 
ness. A ratification of its legality by our authori- 
ties would be (Limning to the national fame. Still 
it is allowable to discuss the abstract question, al- 
though it in . oives the infraction of one of tiie sec- 
tions of the Constitution. We lind, indeed, that the 
advocates of the scheme overthrow themselves with 
their own arguments, and that no possible good 
could result, save, indeed, to the cotters of a few 
New England ship-masters and owners, who would 
take the lead in the enterprise when assured that it 
would be remunerative. 

Our readers ean easily perceive how injuriondy 
the revival of the slave trade would affect the inter- 
ests of the more Northern of the Southern States. 
The present exorbitant price of slaves would at once 
decline. Slavery would cease to be profitable, and 
the desire to get rid of the negroes be greatly in- 
creased. Every slave owner would be a loser, as 
the value of his negroes would suffer just in propor- 
tion to the increase of the supply from Africa. 
Another result would be to Africanize the planting 
States, and thus reduce them to the same dangerous 
condition with the West Indies. According 
to the census of 1850, Louisiana had more ne- 
groes and mulattoes than white people, the 
firmer numbering 262,271, and the latter 255.491. 
The slaves alone were 211,807. In South Caroli- 
na there was a considerable excess of the blacks and 
their affiliated shades of color. In Mississippi the 
whites formed but 48.76 per cent, of the population; 
in Louisiana, 49.35; in Florida, 53.W8; in Alabama, 
55 27; and in Georgia, 57. 5C. These are States 
whose white population receives no accession of 
moment from foreign or northern emigration. They 
suffer largely from the migration of their own whites 
to the north, northwest, and southwest, and the na- 
tural increase is *mall. Let there be a fre*h influx 
of negroes from Africa, and the effect would in a 

few years be visible enough.

The Oveki-ami Route to GfiBEEMBEBt — Joha 
K. Bartlett, Esq., who was the Commissioner ap- 
pointed to run the Loundary between Mexico aud 
the Uuited States under President Fillmore's admin- 
istration, in the years 1850-53, has written an elab- 
orate paper, which appears in the Providence Jour- 
nal, in which he takes decided ground in favor of 
the Southern line, near the 32d parallel of latitude, 
v\ hich lias been selected by the Postmaster General 
for the overland mail route to California, lb. B-.;- 
lett gives this route the preference on account of the 
many advantages which he says his observati 0B as- 
sures him thai it possesses. He traveled with seven 
loaded wagons, many pack mules, twenty -five oxen 
and one hundred and fifty sheep, over a consid erable 
portion of the line, and may therefore lay claim with 
good reason to know its characteristics. He thinks 
the Southern line has a narrower belt of wccdie-.s 
and waterless region to traverse than any other; the 
summit level at El Paso is only 3,800 or 4,000 feet 
a'oove the level of the sea, while the ,ummit level 
of the central or Albuquerque route, near the Beth 
parallel, is reported to have an elevation of about 
",000 feet. Between the Rio Grande and OeBEBEB 
water wa, always found— if not vbdble on tb» sur- 
face it could be obtained by digging for it-^nd the 
whole extent was passed without crippling a wagon. 
This region Mr. Bartlett pronounces admi-a'.lv 
BBEJEEl for a wagon read or railway. B -ycnd the 
Colorado is the California desert, having a breadth 
of aUiut 100 miles, which must lie crossed. This is 
very hard aud level, with occasional spots c f beeL 
It is entirely destitute of wood, and nearly so of 
grass. Water in the dry seasons can only U had 
by digging; but it could probably be obtained ia mXJ 
desirable quantities by opening large wells, and by 
providing reservoirs to catch the overflowings of the 
Colorado. Carina Creek furnishes water in the iry- 
est seasons. From this point to San Diego water "is 
found at convenient distances, and aloo an aVun- 
d.ince of grass. Emigrant partiei from Eastern 
Texas in large numbers have parsed over this route, 
making, however, an unnecessary detour in one 
place which lengthens their journey one hundred 
miles. Mr. Bartlett, on his return, met nuraerou-i 
parties upon the road, and ui one instance a rtock ot" 
17,000 dieep, all l»ouud for San Francisco. He ap- 
peals to his published reports and dispatches to sup- 
port bis present statements, aud uteris IBB! tillpte 
the region through which this road passes, is no Par- 
adise, and is poor in many respects, yet it is infinite- 
ly better and presents more advantages for a Treat

Later khom Mexico.— We are indebted to the 
courtesy of Gen. Goicuria, passenger by the steam- 
ship Texas, direct from Lite city of Mexico, for pa- 
pers to the 4th inst — one day later than by the reg- 
ular mail. The Heraldo, of that date, has the fol- 
lowing authoritative and interesting document: 

"We learn that the Government ha? contracted 
with Senor Domingo Goicuria for the establishment 
of a line of steamers between New Orleans and Vera 
Cruz, touching at Tampico." 

As this announcement is made no', only on author- 
ity of the Mexican Government, but of Gen. Goicu- 
ria himself, w ho is a man of means and enterprise, 
there can be no mistake on the subject. We learn, 
moreover, that the middle or latter part of next 
month has been fixed upon for the commencement 
of the trip Gen. Goicuria is now on his way to 
New York for the purpose of perfecting his arrange- 
ments already in an advanced state of progress. 

The Hera'do, of the same date, lias also the fol- 
lowing equally authoritative announcement: 

We are assured that the Supreme Government has 
contracted with Senor Domingo Goircuria for the 
introduction of colonists within the Republic (what 
number is not stated); their passage to the country 
to be paid for them, and land given them upon which 
to work. These colonists are only to stand pledged 
to return the price of the passage, after a sufficient 
length of time, as well as the rent or value of the 
land, as mar seem to them best. In view of the 
activity and character of Gen. Goicuria, we enter- 
tain the hope that we shall, ere long, receive from 
him a large number of useful colonics. 

As to political intelligence, the twenty -four hours 
later furnishes but little really new. The capital 
remained firm in the conviction that war with Spain 
was inevitable, and the papers of the 4th are full of 
discussions as to where the money is to come from 
to carry it on. Three resources are suggested: 

1. Sale of a portion of the national territory. 

2. Confiscation of church propertv. 

3. A forced loaH.-.V. 0. Picayune.

Brayman, 
one of the editors of Ik* Chicago Democrat, upon a 
charge of robbing the drawer of McNally ft Co. of 
valuable letters. 

r'or the j»ast two or three months. Mes-rs. Mc- 
Nally & Co.. MWvpaper and periodical dealers, have 
lost a large number of valuable letters, mostly regis- 
tered ones, and they had complained to Pom master 
Price. Denuis, the well known dete-t tive in the em- 
ployment of the Department, vas instructed to 
Ntnt out the matter, and if possible ascertain what 
become of the letters. A strict watch was kept upon 
the drawer. • 

On Wednesday morning last Mr. Brayman was 
seen to o|>en McNally 's drawer, but took nothing 
out, there being no letters in it. On the following 
morning. Thursday. Mr. Bra* man was again s»-en to 
open thi; .Ira** tr. ajkd t;.!.c- vmt r'.'vcn Inters, one of 
w hich m ■ decoy letter, MMtaioiM Im dollars in 
bank bill*. As may be presumed, the officers were 
not;', little astonished at this; but aware that Mr. 
Brayman was an intimate friend of McNally*s, and 
still "believing it impossible that he could be guilty of 
larceny, thought It better to wait before arresting 
him and ascertain if the letters were not returned to 
McNally as there seemed a strong probability that 
they were taken for that purpose. On the following 
morning, Fridny, the letters were not returned to 
their owner, and a strict watch was kept. Mr. 
Brayman came to the postoffice as usual, ami after 
taking the exchange papers out of the Democrat's 
drawer, he again opened MeNalh s drawer and took 
out three letters, putting them in Us pantaloon's 
pocket. As soon as Brayman commenced unlocking 
the drawer, officer Dennis took him into custody, 
and the letters were found upon his person. In his 
pocket was also found a key w hich opened McNally 's 
drawer. 

When arrested Mr. Brayman was terribly .imita- 
ted, tad so completely paralysed as scarcely to l>e 
able to utter a word. After he had somewhat recov- 
ered his self-po-se^sion he stated to the officers that 
on going to the ofiiee h i found a boy taking the let- 
ters from McNally' l !>ox, and fearing the lad had no 
authority to do so took the letters from him for the 
purpose of giving them to McNally, but Mr. Harden 
asserts that no lad came into the office at all, as he 
had not taken his eves from the drawer until after 
Iiravman had o^ned it himself and none out again. 

Mr. Brayman was taken before V. S. Commis- 
sioner Moulton for examination, but the accmed 
waived his right to a hearing and the Commissioner 
fixed his baifat $9,000, but afterwards reduced it to 
$5,000. and Messrs. John Wentworth, Luther Ha- 
ven, John S. Buchanan, and Locito A. Willard l>e- 
came his sureties and he was released from custody 

After his arrest, Ids house and his room at the 
Democrat office were searched by the officers, but 
none- of the missing letters were found. 

Mr. I>r.-iyr.:an was for many vears connected with 
the Mw press and has always borne an irre- 
proachable character. Alamt four years ago he 
came to thi? city and liecame th° associate editor of 
the Democrat," being entrusted w ith the manage- 
ment of that journal in the al sence of its chief edi- 
tor. Mayor Wentworth. During liis residence in 
this city, he has won the esteem and confidence of a 
large portion of our citizens, hundreds of whom 
deem it incredible that he could have yielded to any 
temptation to commit such an offense. Mr. Bray- 
man is a deacon of the First Baptist Church in this 
city. He has borne a leading part in the advance- 
ment and success of Sabbath schools and missionary 
enterprises, and at the time of his arrest the key of 
the church was found na his person. 

Mr. McNally i« one of our most worthy citizens, 
and he has lost, according to his own estimate, be- 
tween ten and twelve hundred dollars by means of 
these j>ostoffice roblieries. a loss he is ill able to bear.
